She orJered 
the furniture delivered to her home after 
dark the following night. That evening she 
took her husband and a party of friends 
to the theater and when they returned 
home the house was transformed with new 
furniture.

PLANTERS PLANNING

The Seed Will Be Scattered Fur- 
ther Apart and Dropped 
in Squares. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 3-—A brand 
new method of raising cotton, so far as 
Frio County is concerned, will be tried by 
the farmers of that section when they be- 
gin their plartting for next year. The cot- 
ton will be seeded in “squares,” as corn fs 
planted in the Middle West. This informa- 
tibn was brought to San Antonio by W. L. 
Crawford and C. C. Pteudonne, farmers 
and -stockmen from Dilly. 

“I am up here now,” said Mr. Dieudonne 
“to see if I can find some kind of a plant- 
er that will enable me to put in my cotton 
like corn is put in in the North. The plant- 
ers in the Frio section are taking up this 
idea and a lot of them will try it for next 
yeai 

‘The theory is that the stalks will grow 
further apart, thereby lessen the liability 
to weevils and giving a bigger yield to each 
plant. Instead of having a large number 
of plants and a small yield from each, 
caused by the ravages of the weevils, we 
expect to have practically no weevils and 
more and better cotton on each stalk. 

“The men who expect to try this method 
are very sanguine of its success. They 
will devote more attention than they have 
in the past to the soil, and by planting in 
squares will plow both ways of the field. 
The cotton will grow in rows, like rows of

FIGHT 1$ DOUBTFUL 


Republicans Elected to Districts 
Conceded to Democrats Hold 
Key to Situation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 3.—How to 
get the votes of those members of the leg- 
islature whoee election to office was a re- 
sult of the Republican landslide--a suprise 
to themselves as well as to the state cam- 
paign managers—is a question that is per- 
plexing the senatorial candidates and their 
close advisers just now. 

There are, by actual count, about # of 
theee “doubtful” Republican members in 
the senate and lower house. Most of them 
come from Democratic ditsricts, which the 
Republican managers had had little or no 
hope of carrying. A few are from Repub- 
lican districts that had been conceded to 
the eDmocrats before the election. 

In no case was much attention paid to the 
canvasses that these.amembers made for 
their offices. The Republican state com- 
mittee had had other places to put the 
campaign funds and enough real troubics 
and disturbances in different parts of the 
state to detract attention from districts 
that were considered sure for the Demo- 


crats. 

The election changed all. Instead of hav- 
ing 80 or 85 votes on joint ballot the Repub- 
licans found themselves with about 120. 
Candidates for the senatorial toga of 
Charlies W. Fairbanks, on the morning af- 
ter the election, woke up to find that they 
would need about 60 votes to control the 
Republican senatorial caucus, instead of 40 
or ©. And, what was of vital importance 
to the candidates, they had made little or 
no effort before the election to line up for 
themselves those Republican candidates in 


the districts that had been expected to send 
Democrats to the legisiature. 

The scramble for the votes of those 38 
or # blicans who found themselves 
elected when chances favored their Demo- 
cratio opponents, is going on every day, ac- 
tively and with determination, by the sen- 
atorieal candidates and their managers. 
Hemenway men have approached nearly all 
of them, it is stated, and Capt, New, Con- 
gresasmen Landis and Crumpacker nave 
sent their friends to many of the newly 
elected to make personal appeals for sup- 


rt. 
The “doubdtfuls” now hold the key to the 
situation. Should they combine they could 
easily throw the caucus to the candidate of 
their choice. But there seems to be no pos- 
sibility of any eort of a combination. Each 
seems to feel the importance of the posi- 
tion that he holds in the contest. 

Republicans throughout the state are 
asking themselves if New is the choice of 
the administration for Fairbanks’ place. 
This question is suggested by the fact that 
New was the only politician to visit the 
President when he passed through In- 
diarapolis on his St. uis trip.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. Dec. 2.—State 
Statistician B. F. Johnson prefaces his re- 
port on farming statistics for the years 
1903-1904 with the statement that “it is 
considered by those interested that wheat 
can no longer be raised in Indiana at @ 
profit. In 194 the average yield wae a 
Small fraction more than ten bushels to 
the acre. Deducting one and one-half 
bushels for seed, the net crop was but 
eight and one-half bushels to the acre, to 
pay for sowing, harvesting, threshing, mar- 
keting, to say nothing of the interest on 
the value of the land. It may be expected 
that under these circumstances the wheat 
acreage will decrease from year to year. 

The teport Biaies that alihough the 
Wheat acreagé had been reduced. from 
1903, yet the reduction in the crop had 
been greater in proportion, the crop falling 
off from 27,713,357 bushels in 1993 to 13,371,-

‘SPARTANSBURG, 6. C., Dec. 3.—John 


Sharp Williams, minority leader in the 
lower house of Congress and temporary 
chairman of the national Democratic con- 
vention in St. Louis, spoke here last night 
on the results of the recent election. He 
said, in part: 

“Always efter a great defeat there are 
a great many weak-kneed, feeble-souled 
men whose cry is, ‘Let us surrender, or 
who else get under cover. I think a true 
man fights better the more 6erilously threat- 
ening and arrogant the attitude of his op- 
ponent becomes. This is by no means the 
first overwhelming defeat that the historic 
party of America—the Democracy—ever 
suffered. “Tippecanoe and Tyler too,” “‘log 
eabins and hard cider,” left in their wake 
Democratic ruin and debris years ago. 

“The party did not die, because it could 
not die. It cannot die now unless there is 
a change in the entire spirit, if not of the 
form of the American government. In the 
bosom of the Democratic party, consti- 
tuting its heart, are the life principles of 
the Republic, the provisions of the cunsti- 
tution.”’ 

The speaker then launched into a discus 
sion of the causes of the party’s defeat, de- 
claring that the recrudescence of social- 
ism and the popularity of the plan to re- 
duce the South's representation in Con- 
grees and the electoral college had figured 
largely in it 

“Tl am eed to add that the strength of 
our opponents’ aggression was still further 
reinforced and our position of defense 
weakened by our failure in a few—a very 
few instances—the condition considered—to 
remember the great truth. that ‘It is excel- 
lent to have a giant’s strength; but it is 
tyrannous to use it lIike a giant.’ A su- 
perior race, my friends, and we are a su- 
perior race, is not only superior in 
strength, but in patience, forbearance, 
magnanimity, mercy and wpleading. There 
was never a period in the history of any 
people anywhere, when it was not true that 
‘he that is slow to wrath is of great un- 
derstanding.’ but ‘he that is hasty of spirit 
exalteth folly.’ It is emphatically appli- 
cable to us now. It is my deliberate opin- 
ion, the Statesboro (Ga.) affair cost the 
South the sympathy of a quarter or a half 
million of voters throughout this country. 
It could not be defended, nor did any 
Southerner, for that matter, seek to defend 
it. All deplored it and all condemned it, 
the governor of Georgia most strongly of 
all, and yet it had its weight and effect in 
chilling sympathy, and any hoped-for re 
sponse to our call when we were menaced 
by injustice. 


South's Proper Course. 
We could have responded truthfully: 
‘True ‘tis pity; and pity ‘tis, 'tis true.’ We 
could have added that Northern people had 
shot down negroes at Pana, Ill, because 
they merely wanted to work: that at 
Springfield, O., after the mob was through 
with the gullty it proceeded to punish the 
innocent, burning and harrying their 
homes; that only recently the municipal 
authorities of a Nevada town ordered all 
negroes who lived in it to leave and gave 
notice that none could return; that lynch 
law has been confined to no section or state 
and that lynching of negroes in the North 
has been in proportion to their numbers 
and any danger to be apprehended from 
them, more prevalent than in the South.” 
The speaker said, however, that such 
arguments were weak and that the better! 
course for the South would have been to 
acknowledge frankly the wrong in these 
specific instances and announce its inten- 
tion to punish the violators of the law. 
The speaker then took up the proposal to 
reduce the South's representation: 
“There can be no such thing as a ‘viola- 
tion’ of the fourteenth amendment. There 
can be such a thing as an enforcement 
of a compliance with the conditions of the 
fourteenth amendment, to-wit: that when 
a state has ‘denied or abridged’ the suf- 
frage for any reason whatsoever except 
crime or participation in rebellion, it shall 
suffer a reduction of representation. Re- 
member that this penalty is not visited 
upon a state because it conditions the ex- 
ercise of the suffrage, but it is visited only 
when there is a ‘denial or abridgment’ 
—terms synonymous in law. Who is to de- 
termine whether this denial or abridgment 
exists? A non-partisan court or a partisan 
House. The question answers itself to a 
fair mind. It being once determined by 
the courts that such a denial or abridg- 
ment does exist, then, of course, the House, 
as the judge of qualification and election 
of its members, can and should act upon 
and in accordance with that judicial de- 
termination. This is the view even of an 
elections committee in a Republican House. 
reported at the last session of Congress 
ami spread on the pages of the Congres- 
sional Record by the unanimous action of 
the House.

DENVER, Col. Dec. 3-—Startling de- 
velopments were made in the supreme 
court today in the trial of six election of- 
filcials of Ward 5, Precinct 9, who are 
charged with contempt. George King, a 
handwriting expert, said that 67 of the 
ballots in the box had been written by 10 
different persona The highest number 
written by one person was 19. The lowest 
was two. Five Republican ballots were 
written by one person. The other 62 bal- 
lots on which the expert noted similarity 
of handwriting were Democratic. 

“It is evident that two kinds of ink 
were used in the writing of the ballots,” 
said Mr. King. ‘‘Whether this was oc- 
casioned by two different kinds being fur- 
nished by the election commission or 
whether the certain ballots were written 
outside the booths, I am unable to say.” 


It is the general belief among the at- 
torneys who have followed the contempt 
proceedings closely that the result of 
the discoveries made by the court will 
be to bring the ballot box of every pre- 
cinct Were contempt is charged into 
court for examination. There are 8 
more precincts in.which election officials 
are awaiting trial for contempt. 

An adjournment was taken until Mon- 
day to give the witness (King) an op- 
portunity to complete the examination 
of the ballots.

been made for the principal celebration of 
the fiftieth annivereay of the definition of 
the immaculate conception, which is to take 
place next Thursday in #&t. Peter's. 

The church has been beautifully decorated 
with red and white silken hangings, also in 
view of the solemn canonizations of new 
saints, which are to take place on the 11th 

A large painting of the virgin has been 
placed over the window back of the main 
altar and many electric lighta have been 
put in the church to add solemnity to the 
occasion. 

Pius X himself will officiate at the sol- 
emn pontifical mass, assisted by all the 
cardinals and bishops present in Rome. At 
the celebration of the solemn ceremony will 
be worn the magnificent set of white and 
gold: vestments presented to the late Pius 
1X on the occasion of his golden jubilee by 
the Catholic ladies of France. These vest- 
ments have been used only once before, 
and are said to be the most valuable in 
the possession of the church, not so much 
because of the workmanship or expensive 
material, but for the reason that they are 
in number sufficient to supply all the au- 
merous personages, who, according to the 
rubrics, bave to take part in the celebration 
of the mass when the Pope pontificates. 

Admission to the church will be by 
ticket only, several special tribunes having 
been erected for the use of the members 
of the diplomatic corps, the aristocracy 
and the Pope's relatives. Every bishop 
and cardinal attending will be dressed in 
full pontifical vestments and mitre, and 
the spectacle will be one of’ the most gor- 
geous ever witnessed.

After the mass the Pope its tb crown 
the image of the Virgin with the precious 
diamond crown, which has been especial- 
ly made for the occasion. Jewels were 
contributed by Catholics from all over the 
world, especially by the sodalities of the 
Children of Mary, the Pope himself pre- 
senting the largest ani moat valuable 
diamonds, taking them’ from several rings 
and tiaras by the late Pope.

We do, indeed, anticipate it with pleas- 
ure’ We know of a verity that if Lawyer 
Major, Librettist Smith a Composer 
Pngiand, ail pulling together/have given 
Miss Glaser an opportunity worthy of her 
inepirited talent she will amuse us in rare 
fashion with “A Madcap Princess.” We 
have little reason to question the Chicago 
end Kansas City assurances that ‘Babes in 
Toyland” will give us great pleasure, and, 
es for the Odeon stock company, cannot 
but regarti’ with pleasure this rehabilita- 
tion of an institution which has been too 
much abandoned in St. Louis.

She was accustomed 
to leave the house immediately before the 
fall of the curtain in the last act and 
take up her stand near the stage door, or 
just a8 near as the policeman’would allow 
hed, The latter, curious to know what 
brought one of her years and sober de- 
meanor there so persistently, ventured 
inquire one night what she wanited. 

“If you must know, I want Miss Glaser.” 

“Why ?’’ : 
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ought to know her. I’ve seen her a score 
of t*meg ”’ 

“Well, phwat’s wrong with the figure that 
got in the cab?’’ 

“Oh, nothing, only she is a taller woman 
than I am, and I'm nearly five feet seven.”

Glaser that comes out.” 

The woman walked away in a pensive at- 
titude, and was not noticed In that nelgh- 
borhood afterwards, so it was assumed that 
it was another case of the idol turning to 
clay.

Miss Glaser is an enthusiastic art collec- 
tor, and during her etay in New York she 
had a number of her favorite pictures 
brought down from her home at Mount Ver- 
non to adorn her apartments and give them 
a more home-like appearance. One day a 
fashionably dressed young lady of somo 20 
summers, the possessor of a pretty face 
with an alabaster expression, made her ap- 
pearance there, and having with her a let- 
ter of introduction from a friend cf Miss 
Giaser’s, was cordially received. It trans- 
pired that the visitor, who soon proved dis- 
tressingly garrulous, was “just mad’’ to go 
on the stage, and she would “give the 
world to have a part where she could look 
as cute as she (Miss Glaser) did in doublet 
and hose.” Miss Glaser satisfied herself 
that the young lady had more than the 
average amount of ambition, without a 
shred of ability to back it up, and very 
kindly diseuaded her young, visitor from 
giving up “all the comforts of home’”’ for 
the glitter af the footlights, but she found 
this no easy matter to do, and eventually 
she could scarcely conceal the fact that the 
interview was becoming wearisome, and the 
visitor, perceiving that her observations 
on the wtage were eliciting only perfunc- 
tory replies from Miss Glaser, 4urned her 
“unruly member” on the discussion of art. 

Now, ordinarily this is a subject on which 
Miss Glaser is happy to converse, but on 
this occasion the sum of her patience 
was about exhausted, and Mary Tudor re- 
divivus began to pace the apartment, re- 
plying in conventionally polite terms to her 
visitor, but.under her breath, conceivably 
emitting more than one ‘“*hodzbodkins—out 
on the jade—she is more trouble to me than 
all the rest of my subjects.” The climax, 
however, came at length:

QUITS THE PRISO 


Former Army Officer Will Seek 
Presidential Pardon and 
Then Enter Business. 


HIS FAMILY 


Made the Mistake of Keeping His 
Personal and Military Ac- 
counts Together. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dec. 3.—T. mé- 
win Murtaugh, ex-lieutenant, § artillery 
corps, U. 8. A., known throughout the army 
as “T. Tommy Red,” at one time the most 
popular young officer wearing the shoulder 
straps, and who introduced Pugilist Bob 
Fitzsimmons to the present Mrs. Fitzsim- 
mons, then Julia May Gifford, an actress, 
has been released from the United States 
pemitentiary at Fort Leavenworth after 
serving 13 momihs of a two years’ sentence 
imposed upon him by a general courtmar 
tial. 

He was found guilty of misappropriating 
company funds and also with desertion. He 
now seeks a full pardon from the nation’s 
chief executive, and, after obtaining the 
same, will go dnto business in New York. 
Murtaugh’s father was the inventor of the 
dumbwaker and also lift-elevators, estab- 
ilshing himself in. New York in 184 He 
dicd two years ago and left a large for- 
tune, which was the cause of the young 
man's downfall 

Mhe young man was high in social circles, 
When the Spanish-American war broke out 
he was employed on a New York magazine 
He enlisted in the Seventy-first New York 
Volunteer Infantry and went to Cuba At 
San Juan Hill, when Capt. Rafferty called 
out to men to follow him, Murtaugh was 
one of the few who left the ditch and went 
up the hill to victory. 

After the war the young man tried to 
settle down and go into business with his 
father, but the humdrum HMfe did not euit 
him, He enlisted in the army as a private, 
worked Bis way up and, three years ago at 
Fort Leavenworth, within sight of the fed- 
erai prison where he was incarcerated two 
years later, passed an examination and 
obtained his commission. 

Murtaugh was sent to Clenfuegos, Cuba. 
There he was the pooh-bah, holding the 
positions of canteen officer, range officer, 
signal officer, ordnance officer and engineer 
officer. If there had been afiy other posi- 
tions the other senior officers could have 
shoved off on him they would have done 
so, but the supply had been exhausted. 

The young officer got weary of his multl- 
farious duties. He sent in his resignation 
ana, after obtaining a few days’ leave of 
@bsence, left the post and came to the 
Liuuted states. Murtaugh was known as a 
good spender and had much money. He 
Visited army post after army post and at 
all of them had a good time. He made no 

empts LO disguise his identity or to keep 
@, whereabouts unknown. He stopped at 
the best hot and registered under his 
given name, tOgether with his military ti- 
tle. He visited St. Iouls and Jefferson 
Barracks, where he spent much money. 
From St. Louis he went to Chicago and it 
was there thaat his presence became known 
to tho war department through his intl- 
macy with the pugilist, Bob Fitzsimmons. 

Murtaugh, in Chicago, spent about $2000 
in two weeks’ time and his cab bill was 
over $150. 

War departrnent officials asserted they 
had been seeking the officer everywhere 
to charge him with desertion and he was 
ordered placed under arrest. 

After his confinement in the Officers’ 
Club at Fort Sheridan, some checks that 
Murtaugh had given to hotelkeepers had 
been returned dishonored. He was then 
charged with having passed bogus checks 
and, later, he was charged with misappro- 
priating his post exchange fund. 

Murtaugh was a poor bookkeeper and 
kept his personal and exchange accounts 
tcgether. He drew on the money until it 
was exhausted. He had written home to 
have money placed to his account, which 
was done, but it arrived after the checks 
bad been sent back.

The Pygmies are going home tomorrow. 
Their visit to the Exposition president last 
night was of a-farewell nature. Dr. WJ 
McGee, chief of the department of anthro- 
pology, accompanied them to President 
Francis’ office. 

“You have been with us all summer and 
we have enjoyed your presence,” said Pres- 
ident Francis, as he faced Prince Latuna, 
the ranking Pygmy. ‘“‘You have added to 
the success of this Exposition.’’ 

When the interpreter translated this the 
nine Pygmies grinned and bowed low. If 
given half a ecPence they would have 
danced. 

“Now, I want you to take home to your 
king and queen some remembragges of your 
trip and also some little articles for vour- 
selves. Present to King Ndombe a cask of 
salt which has been prepared for you.” . 

Salt is the costilest article in the land 
of the Pygmies, and therefore o gift of 
great value. The cask cost §2.

Pacific passenger train No. 1, leaving St. 
Louls at 9 a. m., was wrecked two miles 
east of Holden this afternoon, one man 
being killed instantly and many persons 
injured, some so seriously they will dle. 
How so many escaped is amazing. 

The train is due here from St. Louls at 
3:12 in the afternoon, but was 15 or 20 min- 
utes late and was making up time. 

It was flagged at Centerview, the first 
station west of here, and there received an 
order to run slow over the Post Oak bridge 
between Centerview and Holden. 

Directly in violation of this order the 
train rushed down through the Post Oak 
valley at the rate of 4 miles an hour. 
The cngine and first baggage car went over 
the bridge all right, but just as they 
reached the other side tiiere was an awful 
crash and in a moment the remainder of 
the train, consisting of five coaches, in- 
cluding one Pullman and a diner, were 
thrown into a confused heap. 

Some of the coaches went into the bed of 
the creek and down a declivity of thirty or 
forty feet. 

The forade of the concussion was terrible. 
Heavy %$-pound rails were bent Uke hoop- 
poles and thrown clear outside the right-of- 
way. Ties were crushed to powder and 
the bridge was broken into many frag- 
ments, 

The last of the cars were turned upside 
dewn and some of them were badly broken 
up. The engine and one baggage coach 
went 300 or 400 yards before the engineer 
discovered the train had been wrecked, 

As soon as the crash came there were 
piercing, cries from the passengers and 
there was a scene of indescribable con- 
fusion. 

The train was crowded and many pas- 
sengers were standing. 

A great crowd of Knights of Pythias 
were going to Kansas City to be present at 
Missouri big night, whefe 1800 candidates 
were to be initiated. More than 40 were on 
board from Warrensburg alone. People 
scrambled from the wreck as best they 
could, many coming out through broken 
windows. Dozens were wounded and 
pinned down in the wreckage. Holden was 
notified at once and people soon began to 
flock in from that place with relief. In the 
meantime the work of extracting the in- 
jured was carried on with the greatest 


rapidity, and the unfortunmates were made 
as comfortable as possible. 

The accident was caused by a broken ral] 
which projected from the track, catching 
the first coach behind the mail car, throw- 
‘Ing it from the track down a 20-foot em- 
bankment and causing two other coaches, 
Pullman and diner, to follow it. The 
broken rall was on the Dridge and the rear 
Pullman rolled off the bridge into the creek 
below and the passengers inside were aij 
seriously injured.

WOMAN VICTIM. OF 


HUNGARIANS GREED 


American’s Wife Detained Abroad 
for Refusing to Travel by Gov- 
ernment Steamship Line. 


SUFFERS MANY INDIGNITIES 


Officials Brutal in Treatment of 
Prisoner While Taking Tick 
ets and Money From Her. 


: Post-Dispatch, 

“NEW YORK, Dec. 2—Brutally maltregt- 
ed, she declared, her money, passports and 
stearnship tickets taken from her and 
forced by Hungarian officials to return to 
the point’ whence she started to sail for 
her home with her little boy, Mrs. Sophia 
Vance, an American woman, living in Port 
Chester, Conn., laid her grievance before 
Secretary of State Hay today, 

A letter reeelyed from Mrs. Vance at 
Turan, Hungary, early in the week brought 
the story to her husband, who had been for 
ten weeks half crazed with anxiety con- 
cerning the cause of his wife’s detention 
abroad, 

A strange feature of the story is that the 
authorities’ action is claimed to be due to 
the Hungarian government's interest, re- 
cently acquired, in the steamehip line 
which embarks passengers at Fiume and 
to the officials’ attempt to compel Mrs. 
Vance to purchase a ticket for that line. 

She had already secured passage, how- 
ever, for herself and 56-year-old son on 
the North German Lloyd. At the time of 
the seizure of her tickets and other effecta, 
Mrs, Vance asserts that she was roughly 
handled. 

Mrs. Vance and her husband formerly 
lived in Hungary and she went there 
with her son to visit relatives last Au- 
gust. The case {s in the hands of At- 
terney Thomas Capek, who has written 


to Secretary Hay concerning the affair, 
in part as follows: 

“In August, 1904, Sophia Vance, the 
wife of Samuel Vance, engaged passage 
with her 6-year-old boy, on a North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer, and went on a visit 
to her native home in Turan, Upper 
Hungary. After spending her summer in 
that place, Mre. Van made ready to 
return to the United Rates and secured 

age on the North German liner Kai- 
ser Wilhelm der Grosse, with which 
Steamer she should have arrived in New 
York on or about Nev. 14. 

“A few 8 ago Mr. Vance received a 
letter from his wife explaining why she 
was not coming. At Ruttka, Hungary, 
she was forcibly ejected from the train 
by local gendarmes, her railroad ticket, 
her busband's naturalization papers and

her vehement and repegted fy rances 
that ber husband was an American citi- 
zen, she was returned to Turan. 

‘Bo brutally was she handled she was 
made ill and was at the time of the writ- 
ing of the letter to her husband. 

“IT have ascertained that it is a mat- 
ter of common practice for hocal authori- 
ties in Hungary to coerce immigrants to 
travel to the United States by Fiume. 
Whether regulations and practices now 
in vogue in that country can be made 
to apply to American citizens of Hun- 
garian y well be doubted.”

PROTECTION FOR 
FSH AND GAME 


Missouri Sportsmen Will Endeav- 
or to Have More Stringent 
Laws Enacted. 


E. T. Grether, secretary of the Missouri 
State Fish and Game Protective League, 
has inaugurated an active campaign for 
the improvement of the game laws of Mis- 
souri. The matter will be brought to the 
attention of the next general assembly at 
Jefferson City. 

The league will advocate the enactment 
of a paid warden system, paying the cost 
by a resident shooting tax of $1.25 per year 
and a non-resident license of $10, allowing 
residents to shoot on their own or leased 
premises free, limiting the sale of game 
and the size of the bag and adopting for 
the state .the act passed by Con- 
gress to assist the several states in game 
protection.

The deportation of miners continues in Colorado, not- 
withstanding the termination of the strike. Eight men 
who had returned to Telluride to go to work were arrested 
and ordered to leave and not come back. | 
If these men are guilty of any offense, or if any charge 
is pending against them, they should be prosecuted. That 
is the only way they can be lawfully punished. The arbi- 
trary fiat of a city marshal or an adjutant-general, or 
even of a governor, is not due process of law. Every citizen 
of the United States is guaranteed his liberty and may 
reside where he pleases, being subject to penalty for vio- 
lation of the law; but this violation must be ascertained 
by a regular judicial inquiry. The constitutional guar- 
antees of life and liberty are the safeguards thrown about 
the individual to protect him from just such arbitrary 
acts as this of the acting city marshal of Telluride 

The men in whose interest these unlawful acts are 
committed are shortsighted. They are wielding a two- 
edged sword which some time may be turned against them- 
selves. They are quite as much in need of constitutional 
guarantees as the poorest ditch digger in the land. But 
as the community becomes accustomed to the neglect 
or violation of such guarantees it becomes more difficult 
to invoke them. The average American does not know 
much of the niceties of legal procedure, but he has a 
wholesome love of fair play, and is inclined to think that 
what is sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander. It 
is dangerous to relax the respect for law. Property, life 
and liberty are in peril in a community in which the legal 
fiber has become flabby. And the men who profit by such 
abnormal conditions today may be the greatest sufferers 
tomorrow.

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THE MILLENNIAL METHOD. 

The international complications between Great Britain 
and Massachusetts have ended s&tisfactorily to all con- 
cerned. 

The check of Great Britain for $25 has been tendered 
to Massachusetts and returned most magnanimously, with 
expressions of the highest consideration. 

The principle at stake was one over which many fierce 
wars have been fought—that of the sovereignty of a coun- 
try represented in the ‘person of its ambassador and 
through him in all his “attaches. - 

When one of his subordinates violated the Massachu- 
setts law against reckless speeding in automobiles, it was 
in’ principle the English ambassador himself who violated 
it. And through the ambassador, it was in principle the 
British empire which had been fined. 

When the Massachusetts justice learned that he had 
fined the British prewe $25, and enforced the fine in a, 
way recognized as a “casus ,belli” by all authorities, he 
receded, he pulled down tiie Bile “of township, state and 
national glory and apologized. 

Having vindicated the principle, Great Britain wished 
to show its mora] sense in a magnanimous way. So it 
made out its imperial check for $25 and tendered it 
through international channels of diplomacy to the Mas- 
sachusetts justice of the peace. Our state department 
then closed the incident by returning it, with compli- 
ments and assurances of distinguished consideration. 

This is a triumph of speaking softly without the Big 
Stick. When the world is elevated to the high plane 
of this international good manners we will not need even 
The, Hague tribunal. Disputes will settle themselves and 
there will be “nothing to arbitrate.”

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EDUCATION IN SCHOOL AND ELSEWHERE. 

Dr. H. L. Stetson, in a public address before the Kala- 
mazoo Library Association last week, attributed the in- 
crease in crime in this country to the educational meth- 
ods in vogue. 

A boy is taught that education will help him to get on 
in life. “This idea of personal aggrandizement has been 
burned into the consciousness of the youth and has led 
him to believe that education is the means of bringing 
much of the world to him. It has, instead, been the means 
of creating a savage appetite that will work against oth- 
ers.” 

In support of this, Dr. Stetson cites “the large number 
of educated men who are now engaged in criminal 
schemes.” The municipal robberies in St. Louis, Minne- 
apolis, Milwaukee and Grand Rapids were inspired, con- 
cocted and executed by educated men. And the acknowl- 
edged prevalence of “graft” in high places in the business 
world is evidence that the trained, cultivated mind is not 
always employed in altruistic schemes. 

The fact is conceded; but it does not appear that this 
savage individualism originates in the system of schooling 
and instruction. Indeed, the ideals inculcated in the class- 
rooms are, for the most part, ideals of service and social 
usefulness. There is little glorification of the great god 
Geton among school teachers. 

But the education of the school and college is not all 
there is of education.

The now celébrated phrase, “The Strenuous Life,” which 
is being brought into strong contrast wtih “The Simple 
Life” of Wagner, occurred in the opening sentence of an. 
address before the Hamilton Club of Chicago, delivered 
by President Roosevelt April 10, 1899. It was used after- 
wards as the title of a volume in which a number of his 
addresses, led by this one, were collected and published. 

This volume may not represent the frame of mind in 
which he indorsed Wagner's ideas of living a life of sus- 
tained effort without aggressive intrusion upon the lives 
of others to control them in spite of themselves, but it is 
a book which has now and must long continue to have 
an always present contemporaneous interest as a full 
expression of a frame of mind which is one of the most 
potent forces in the world’s history. In the opening para- 
graph of this address Mr. Roosevelt gives the key to the 
entire volume and to the instinct which controls 
throughout the volume. 

“I wish to preach, not the @netrine’ of ignoble ease,” 
he says, “but the doctrine of the strenuous life, the life 
of toll and effort, of labor and strife; to preach that 
highest form of success, which comes not to the man 
who desires more easy peace, but to the man who does 
not shrink from danger, from hardship, or from bitter 
toil, and who out of these wins the splendid ultimate 
triumph.” 

This is the most accurate expression of one of the 
most powerful doninating instincts of human nature in 
its struggles for success in all ages. Not a word could 
be spared from it, without impairing its force, and if 
there were a really useless or superfluous word in it, 
many volumes of the strife of which the world’s his- 
tory is a record so largely, would become unintelligible, 
In the phrase for instance, “The life of toil and effort, 
of labor and strife,” each word is in so far a definition 
of the instinct which desires not only strife, but some 
“splendid ultimate triumph” through strife. 


ROOSEVELT’S CLEAN-CUT DEFINITIONS. 


Proceeding from this as a definition, to its fuller defi- 
nitions in the book itself, the reader finds most admira- 
ble expression given in clear-cut phrases to noble ideas 
of justice, of IMberty, of kindness, of generosity, of help- 
fulness and, what may seem more surprising, of peace- 


tion, charity for weakness, truthfulness, hatred of dis- 
honesty and scorn of hyptocrisy. 

The book as a whole is one of the most remarkable 
ever written, not because anything novel or extraordi- 
nary will be found in it, but because it gives expression 
so fully and on each occasion when a controlling thought 
Suggested itself, so sincerely to an instinct through 
which all virtues are to find expression “through labor 
and strife” as means leading to the “splendid ultimate 
triumph,” towards which all life Is to be directed. 

In all this Mr. Roosevelt is not defining an individual 
character, an individual intellect, but a frame of mind 
arising out of an impulse, complex in its manifestations 
and only becoming simple when it reduces itself to its 
“disposition,” its “primary instinct.” 

Asan individual he shows an individual character 
which is at all times operating through a mind con- 
scilously attempting to modify itself against powerful 
contradictory forces, and at all times attenspting to find 
reasons for adopting what is in’ itself good 

This appears as a powerful impulse. No hypocrite 
could have written such a book. The author’s faith in 
himself is complete. The man he wishes to be himself, 
the man he wishes every other American to be, “must 
work hard and play hard.” He must be “clean-minded 
and clean-lived, able to hold his own under all circum- 
stances and against all comers If he is in public 
office it is “not enough that he should be honest,” al- 
though if he is dishonest, he is to be despised and de- 
tested. But this virtue of honesty is merely what is to 
be expected of him, 
rious” and not In itself a “triumphant virtue.” If he is 
corrupt, or if he condones corruption in the community, 
he cannot possibly do his duty to himself or to others, 
but when it becomes possible for him actually to do his 
duty, he must have the qualities of efficiency. He must 
be “brave and wise.” He must De truthful. For “llar is 
just as ugly a word as thief, because it implies the pres- 
ence of just as ugly a sin in one case as in the other.” 

“Honesty and decency in public Hfe as in private life” 
must be looked to as the solution of many difficulties, 
but there must be “iron” in the disposition which op- 
poses what is dishonest and indecent. As there was 
“scant room for the coward and the weakling in the 
ranks of the adventurous frontiersman,” so there should 
be no room at any time for those who rely merely on 
the “negative virtues.” Each man must judge himself 
and be judged, not by the evil he has falled to do, but 
by the evil he has combated, by the personal triumphs 
he has won in giving his own good or excellent views 
positive, subduing force against evil, or inferior, oppos- 
ing views, 

IRON QUALITIES NEEDED. 

“We need,” he says, “the fron qualities that must go 
with true manhood. We need the positive virtues of 
resolution, of courage, of indomitable will, of power to 
do without shrinking the rough work that must always 
be done and to persevere through the long days of slow 
progress or seeming failure which always come before 
any triumph, no matter how brilliant.” 

Each one of these expressions, each one of a hundred 
others of the same kind, is at its own time and in its 
own connection, heartfelt, an expression of deep, inward 
impulses and of a deep inward desire for rightness, as 
a factor in the final “brilliant triumph.”

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There aré now only three fighters who are 
attracting attention from the public and 
sporting writers of the country and, im a 
way, they represent the past, the present 
and the future. They are “Young Corbett, 
Battling Nelson and Jimmy Britt. 

Of -these the second, the great fighting 
Dane from the ore-mines of the North, is 
the center of attraction. “Young Corbett’s” 
name always will attract the attention that 
is the due of one of the greatest little 
fighters the world ever saw. 

Jimmy Britt, the first man to 
“Young Corbett'’ lower his flag, is again a 
national figure, as he is now the one chance 
to stop the startling march of the fight- 
ing Dane to the head of the heavy fealher- 
weight division. ; 

Never since the unknown ‘Young Cor- 
bett’ “dropped” the “Terrible Terry’’ Mc- 
Govern in a few minutes’ fighting at Hart- 
ford years ago, and a new pugtlistic star 
flashed into the sky, has the fight-world 
geen the equal of Battling Nelson's meé- 
teoric rise. Two years ago he was un- 
heard of; less than a year ago he was 
but little known, and now he is in line 
for a championship with but one fighter in

had risen and another great fighter had 
faced his man once too often. The stiff- 
ness was hardly out of Nelson's muscles 
when he and Jimmy Britt signed articles to 
meet in Frisco Dec. 20. 

Whatever criticism may be made of 
“Young Corbett’s” life and boxing, there 
will be no dispute that the battle in Frisco 
was a fitting swan-song of a game and 
gallant fighter. “Corbett” and Jeffries 
have been two of the few teal champions 
that have adorned the prize ring in years. 
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confidence with which the little fighter has 
always faced his man. 

“T had had some sort ofa little argu- 
ment with the ‘kid’ sometime before and I 
didn't pay any attention to him while } 
was there.

Mark Shaughnessy told the 
writer that the reason of Corbett's well- 
known crv in the fourteenth round, when 
he stopped fighting and turned to the ref- 
erec -with, “Graney, let me fight.”’ was 
that in hrenking the men when they 
clinched Graney invariably pushed 
hett's right hand down as he broke them, 
preventing him from using his famous 
short-right In the breakaway.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Few persons realize 
how large is the business of the bookmakers 
of today. Two or three Eastern books han- 
die $60,000 a day each. It is well within 
the line to say thattn the season of about 
200 days the sheets of the men who operate 
in the main ring will show more than $200,- 
000,000 wagered. In the ilght of the fact 
that only a dozen books won on the season, 
it- would appear that bookmaking is an ex- 
tremely hazardous business, and that no 
legitimate line of endeavor shows so sina 
a margin of gain and so large a percentage 
of failures. Most failures may be traced to 
the weaknesees or lack of ability of the 
bookmakers. It is in the nature of things 
that bookmakers live expensively. Added to 
that, it costs them a lot of money to do 
business. They start in every day fram $100 
te» $150 the loser, for that represents ‘their 
running expenses. When they win the 
money comes to them in big lots, and many 
of them imagine the stream is going to 
keep running their way for all time. Others 
are conceited, belleve they are wonders, 
and in anticipation of the fortunes they 
o- going to win spend lavishly what they 
lave.

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Popular Impression That Revenue 
Officers Live Amid Peril Re- 
futed by Statistics. - 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 3.—Despite the 
impression which has long prevailed, not 
only tn Tennessee, but throughout the en- 
tire country, that this state, and particu- 
larly the mountainous section of it, is the 
natural home of the “moonshiner,” and 
that the streams which descen4é from the 
mountains in the eastern division are fla- 
vored with the juice of corn or distilled 
apples, the records of the internal revenue 
denartment for the past 13 years show 
that there have been fewer distilleries 
seized in Tennessee than in any other sec- 
tlon where “moonshining’’ is carried on to 


any extent. 

The remark that the chief output of the 
eastern gection of the state is ‘‘moon- 
shine licker’ is thoroughly discounted by 


the facta. 

The popular impression that the office of 
an internal revenue deputy is one of the 
most hazamious and dangerous occupations 
in the world, and that the murder of a 
revenue official is a common occurrence 
does not see altogether justified by the 
official statistics either. 

During the past 13 years only 12 revenue 
officers have been killed throughout the 
entire United States. This is less than one 
a year. During that period only 26 have 
been wounded. These statistics cover the 
years from 1891 to 193 inclusive. For the 
year ending June 30, 1903, there was not a 
sii.gle employe of the internal revenue 
service killed or wounded. 

is. statement is further emphasized 
when it is known that during that year 
, there were 1396 arrests for violations of the 
internal revenue laws, the largest ever 
made during any year since the establish- 
mnt of the department. In 1903 there were 
1388 stills seized. 

The impression that illicit distilleries 
were more numerous in Tennessee than 
elsewhere.and their owners more desperate 
than in neighboring states is thoroughly 
exploded by a reference to the statistics 
of overy collector’s district in the United 
States. Durti the year ending June 9B, 
1903, the last for which accurate statistics 
are obtainable, there were only 46 illicit 
distilleries seized and destroyed in the 
two collectors’ districts of this state. 

During the same year 621 were seized and 
destroyed in the state of Georgia alone. 
Other districts which exceed the number 
for Tennessee during this year are as fol- 
laws: Alabama 112, hth Kentucky 8, 
Pourth North Carolina 176, Fifth North 
Carolina 112, South Carolina 9, Sixth Vir- 
ginia 62. Even in the state of New York, 
wihere the average person would least ex- 
yvect to find the moonshiner, there were 29 
tlicit distilleries seized, or two-thirds the 
number in Tennessee. 

Georgia, during 1903, led all the other 
states in the number of arrests for viola- 
tion of the internal revenue laws, more 
than two-thirds of the 1396 arrests during 
that year being credited to that state. In 
the Second or East Tennessee district there 
were 24 arrests and in the Fifth district 
ef this state but eight were made in 1903. 

Not only did Georgia lead all the states 
in 1908, but this is the case for every year 
during the past ten. During that period 
from one-fourth to one-half the distilleries 
reported seized have been credited to 
Georgia and it has furnished from  one- 
fourth to two-thirds of the arrests. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1903 leas than 3 per cent 
of the illicit diatillertes zed .- were in 
Tennessee. ‘he average for other years is 
practically the same. .

- Hand and Riot Followed Inter- 
' ference With Prerogative.

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. &8—The victory of 
Sherif! Anderson of Harris County over 
. the “kangaroo court” of the prisoners con- 
fined in the jail of that county has brought 
before the public the fact of the existence 
of @ condition of affairs that is startling. 

‘In many of our jails," said a man fa- 
miliar with the subject, “‘the prisoners or- 
ganize themselves into a body consisting of 
@ judge, attorneys and jurymen. They for- 
mulate rules and fix penalties for viola- 
tions. These rules are printed at the ex- 
pense of the sheriff or county where this 
prison court is recognized, and posted by 
‘the sheriff in the jail. Under a rule of the 
“kengaroo court” every new prisoner who 
enters the jail must pay a fee of $3 to the 


court. 

"Tf he has not the money and is un- 
abie to raise it, the rule is that he must 
puffer the penalty of a lashing on 
ce, are back with cat o’ nine tails, 
which the sheriff or jaile® furnishes. 
The reputation of some Texas jails for 
the merciless infliction of this penalty is 
such that when a man under arrest is 
committed to one of them he will pledge 
anything he has to raise the $2 that will 
be exacted of him. 

“The money thus raised by the kan- 
garoo court in the jail is placed in a gen- 
eral fund, which is handled by a member 
of the court,: who is elected treasurer. 
it is fon the use of the prisoners to buy 
tobacco and other personal supplies, but 
can only be drawn on through an or- 
der signed by the judge of the court. 


Terrible Punishment 
for the Prisoner. 


“When a prisoner is tried and convict- 
by the kangaroo court for infraction 


of the rules or on any charge that may 
be brought against him, the punishment 
e receivgs ia never a mock punishment. 
he cat o nine tails is the chief medium 
of punishment, and the strongest _— 
oner in: the jail is selected to lay it on 
the victim.

Anderson had when he etarted to deal with 
the affaires of the jail without the aii of 
the xourt.

If any prisoner attempted to converse with 
the jailer or any of the guards without ob- 
tal ne permission from the court, he was 
give the cat o’ nine tails. No prisoner 
could send a letter or note to a guard or 
any one else, no matter how triviel the 
contents, without having submitted it to 
es kangaroo court and getting official per- 
ssion to send i. If attempted it he 
was sentenced to the lash.

City-Bred Folks More Roady to

HERD is one champion and best of his 
kind at the World’# Fair for whom 
m grand prize or gold medal was 
provided, although Norris’ B. Gregg, di- 
rector of concessions, declares that ho de- 
serves the highest honors at the hands of 
the Jury of Awards He is Charlies F. 
Rhodes, who has been called the “King of 
Pike Orators."’ 

Rhodes is the product of World's Fairs, 

©oney Teland and the circua He has 
brought the profession of bally-hoo from 
the eimple process of attracting the atten- 
tion of the public by merely being noisy 
and vulgar, up to the persuasive arts of 
oratory and personal magnetism to lure 
the unwilling public to pay to see shows 
which it knows positively beforehand are 
not worth the price. 
_.. The orator who oan drag %-cent people 
into a 2-cent show is the man who makes 
the money. The cheaper the show is to es- 
tabligh and maintain, that ts, the more ut- 
terly. immpossifie and ‘‘rotten”’ it is, the 
more it requires the best efforts of the ora- 
tor. It is as nothing to the credit of the 
orator to ge? people to go into a show 
that is known to be really meritorious. 
The glory comes in luring them to pay for 
seeing nothing. 

This is where Rhodes shines and where 
he won his sowbriquet of ‘“‘King of Pike 
Orators.” 

The show orator, or ‘“‘talker,’’ as he is 
ealled by the “grinders’’ and “boosters” 
and ‘‘stallers,"" or his assistants in the 
gentle art of roping unwilling persor~ 
inte Pike shows are called, rebels at be 
ing called a “faker or a ‘“‘bally-hoo.’’ He 
has a ‘faker’ put down as a semi-thief 
who sells worthless articles, and a ‘‘bally- 
hoo” to him is an inartistic person whose 
only qualification for the business Is the 
possession of a pair of leather lungs and 
brains enough to utter “Ki-y!"’ noisily and 
continuously. 3 

Rhodes is a well-bred man of a good Vir- 
gihia family and took to the show busi- 
ness after he was graduated from the 
Washington and Lee University because 
there is more money in i{t than in prac- 
tising law or medicine, for either of which 
his famliy intended him. He is 83 years 
old and attracted the attention of thou- 
aands on the Pike last summer not only 
because he was the only one-legged show 
orator, but because of his eloquence and 
his graceful manners. He contesses that 
he has made barrel of money on the 
Pike because Ms services were in demand 
by three of the big shows, by his private 
enterprises, ‘‘rear-end shows" or humbugs, 
into which he lured people at 10 cents a 
head after the regular show. 


Educate Sucker 
~ Through Experience. 


He was official actor during tho summer 
for Cummins’ Wild West show, tne Palais 
du Costume and the Moorish Palace, His 
“men only’’ shows are better left unnamed. 

“The education of .the sucker through 
@xperience” has been Rhodes’ aim in life, 
he says. The only way to teach people the 
value of tinte and money is to take both 
away from them. ‘here is no man mwre 
coldly frank than tho sidJe-show man who 
lives upon the unwillingness of tne man. 
‘who has been ‘stung’ to make a row about 


it. 

- Rhodes declares himself 
more unadulterated fakes than any man in 
in the show business since Barnum. 
Boeso, the snake-eater, he says, was the 
product of his genius, uleo the stonewali 
Jackson mule, tho muf-eating negro, the 
 @warft negro of “You'll have to hurry if 
' you want to see George!” the half-horso 
~ helf-bear, the horse with his head where

until you've reached your climax. When 
une person in a crowd In front of a show 
begins to stir about the thread of personal 
influence or megnetism by which you are 
holding them is broken. 

“Pick out six or seven susceptible peo- 
ple in the crowd and make them work for 
you. When I get up to address a crowd I 
run my eye over it for the faces of people 
I know I can control and then I talk right 
at them and get their minds running right 
to me and with me. They unconsciously 
spread their own feeling of approbation 
among the crowd, and they are the first to 
begin to move into the show. The persons 
whom they have influenced follow in. 
“Watch the women and the moment you 
see one of them frown, switch your line of 
talk. You've started a hostile current.

I told him I didn't 
like to do this because when the woman 
came around at the end of the week to 
collect her little $3 board I might not have 
it to give them and they would cry, and 
I couldn't stand to see a woman cry. ‘But,’ 
I eays, landlord, you let me etay here and 
I'll go out and see what I can do for @ 
show and you's] get your money.’

Even the Inside Inn, however, had an un- 
profitable season for a few weeks after the opening, but 
since then it has done a very good business. The company 
owning the Inside Inn is said, on reliable authority, to have 
put aside in September the sum of $400,000 for dividends up 
to that time. Since then it has done a very large business. 


It is believed to have made a net profit during the year of 
$650,000 and some people place its profits at a million. It 
thus stands at the head of the World’s Fair money-making 
enterprises. 

The Philippine concession is said to show a loss of $400.. 
000, but this was a United States government enterprise 
and was not expected to make money. The best experts 
on the Pike have been astonished at the great receipts and 
attendance at the Philippine reservation, doubtless excited 
by the novelty of the enterprise, its official character and 
the curiosity of the American people to study life in their 
insular possessions. In these respects the Philippine con- 
cession differs from al] others at the World’s Fair. Because 
of its character as a government enterprise it received an 
immense amount of publicity. 

Several concerns on the Pike claim to have made money, 
when it. is generally believed they have lost, and 
others claim to have lost, when it is generally believe 
tnat they have made a profit.

Hanafi is declared to be the cleverest sleight-of-hand 
artist in the world. For his cleverness he was brought out 
of Egypt and he clearly outclassed all others asseibied at 
the Fair. 

As with all other legerdemainists, be they miracle 
worker, necromancer or plain sleight-of-hand performer, ‘the 
essential feature of Hanafi’s work was an act of substitu- 
tion, apparently causing objects to be produced, to change 
or to disappear. Hanafi makes no secret of the fact that 
he holds the chickens in the palm of his hand and switches 
them under the cups upon setting the latter down invert- 
ed. the spectators attention being diverted at the crucial 
instant by a clever bit of acting in which the performer. di- 
rects his eyes and seemingly his whole attention to another 
point.

Stranger still, and more interesting in view of his con- 
nection with the World’s Fair, is the contrast between the 
only two trips which Cloudy Mountain ever took out of his 
native Painted Desert. 

Wrinkled, gray and all but this 
patriarch came out of the Pairted Desert for the second 
time in h's long life apparently for no other reason than 
to pose before gaping Pike crowds as the most eloquent 
“ballyhoo” of the Cliff Dwellers’ concession. In his halting 
Spanish, however, the old man never grows communicative 
about himself until the days of his youth are mentioned; 
then develops the life story which makes Ojua Pin’s his- 
tory so deeply interesting in the light of the Louisiana 
Purchase, 


It was that Ojua Pin might repeat the trip of his youth 
and gaze once more upon the land of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase after ninety years that in extreme old age he under- 
took this second pilgrimage. 

And it is only in the perusal of a life story like that 

of Ojua Pin, or Cloudy Mountain, that one comes to ap- 
preciate acutely the significance of one hundred years of 
progress. 
‘True son of the Cliff Dwellers, this red veteran has 
lived almost as dead to the world as are the secrets of 
his prehistoric forefathers. Like Rip Van Winkle, Ojua 
Pin has in effect slept his life away in the fastnesses of 
northern New Mexico, not twenty but ninety years, and 
like one risen from the dead, like a voice from a forgotten 
century, he comes with his unique personality to suggest 
& comparison between the conditions then and now. Ojua 
Pin deserves, in a way, to be regarded in a spirit of 
awe and veneration,

borne arms in the war of 1812, was a sturdy youth when 
Napoleon went down at Waterloo, lived unmolested

Want Shadows Under the Lashes. 

Mae F. F--You will find the Chinese eyelash stain 
which I repeat for you will not make the eyelashes fall 
out; but, of course, it is not a permanent darkener. There 
is a permanent eyelash stain, but it is a proprietary article. 

When the eyelashes are long, they naturally throw a 
shade under the eye; but if the shadow is very pronounced, 
it is usually done by the aid of a stick of grease paint, 
which comes for this purpose, or with Konol, which was 
used by the Oriental ladies many years ago, and whi is 
the condensed qmoke from burning camphor collected and 
formed into a paste. It is applied to the eyelids and lashes 
in the same way in Europe now. 

Take a tiny probe of ivory, wood or metal having a blunt 
point. This is moistened with the lips or dipped into rose- 
water, then rolled in the powder, which is a bluish 
gray, and draws along the edges of the eyelids, so that
